County building renovations 
could cost $3.9 million 


Public will have 
their say on 
building

Mountain View County 
Councillors heard a price range 
for the first time as architect 
Linus Murphy went through 
different options of renovating 
the County Administration 
building. 

Five different concepts were 
presented to Councillors with 
price tags varying from $2.6 
million to $3.9 million. 

The two-and-half hour pres¬ 
entation included information 
on the deficiencies of the cur¬ 
rent building, the process the 
Building Review Committee has 
undergone, five possible con¬ 
cepts for renovation and the 
price tag range involved with 


each one. 

In addition to the renovation 
costs a figure was also pre¬ 
sented about the cost to build 
a new structure. 

A new building, relative to 
what could be done with reno¬ 
vating the old building was 
pegged at $4.5 million to $5.5 
million. 

That price didn't include the 
price of dealing with the old 
building. 

"The building committee has 
only looked at renovation," said 
Councillor Charlie van Arnam, 
after the presentation. "This is 
the first time we have been pre¬ 
sented with new building 
costs." 

The building committee has 
been favourable to two differ¬ 
ent design concepts. 

Option #2 would make more 
use of the existing building with 
a small addition, whereas op¬ 
tion #5 is a grander plan that

would see a new entry, new 
Council Chambers and a court¬ 
yard. 

Each option was given an 
approximate price range. 

"The reason we have in¬ 
cluded a price range is because 
we don't know what kind of elec¬ 
trical system we want - we don't 
know what kind of heating sys¬ 
tem we want." 

Henry Kuelker, an organizer 
of the petition that led to a 
plebiscite to defeat a new build¬ 
ing concept during last year's 
municipal election said the 
plans presented to Council were 
too elaborate and more than 
what was needed. 

"Why should the County 
have more square footage than 
what industry has?" asked 
Kuelker stating that the 
County would not need more 
than 12,000 square feet of of¬ 
fice space.

Doctors make 
statements in 
response to 
rumours

Didsbury doctors said last 
week they will do everything in 
their power to make sure the 
Didsbury Hospital and the 
services it carries will remain 
available to the public. 

Doctors made the statement 
in interviews with the Review 
after hearing concern and ru¬ 
mours regarding the facility 
from patients and other mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

A week after the Tri-Re- 
gional Initiative was an¬ 
nounced and shortly after a 
major administration change 
at the hospital, doctors 
Fredrick VanRooyen and Marc 
Putts said doctors would con¬ 
tinue to provide services for the 
public and would do what they 
could for the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal. 

“From the doctors side we 
don’t have a lot of say in the 
matters of the hospital, but we 
are the guys in the middle of 
delivering healthcare,” said Van 
Rooyen. “But we want to reas¬ 
sure the community that we are 
going to stay and do the best 
from our side, that the hospi¬ 
tal won’t close. We will do our 
very best to make sure that the 
very best healthcare is deliv¬ 
ered.” 

"Doctors from Didsbury, Car- 
stairs and Crossfield are com¬ 
mitted to trying to keep the hos¬ 
pital open with all of its serv¬ 
ices,” said Putts. "We will do 
everything we can.” 

The Tri-Regional Initiative 
will see three health authori¬ 
ties, including Health Author¬ 
ity 5, cooperate to help reduce 
costs and make the delivery of 
health services more efficient. 
There is some speculation 
among the health community 
that this will lead to one per¬ 
manent health region. 


Health Authority 5 board 
member Jim Turner said he be¬ 
lieves the Tri-Regional Initia¬ 
tive will strengthen the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital and will bring 
more specialists into the area. 

“My hope is that a sharing 
of facilities would take place 
and that the sharing of staff and 
facilities would pull some spe¬ 
cialists into the area.” 

Turner said the Tri-Regional 
Initiative is a major step for 
Health Authority 5 as well as 
David Thompson Health Au¬ 
thority and Crossroads Health 
Authority. He said the feedback 
he has received from the public 
has been minimal but positive. 

Turner said there are some 
that are habitually negative 
about the future of the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital and ended up do¬ 
ing more damage than good. He 
said they convince people that 
healthcare in the area is not 
stable and that they should go 
elsewhere for services. He said 
when people leave the area they 
do little to keep local

healthcare at a healthy area. 

“These are the people driv¬ 
ing others from the community. 
This community is stable and 
will continue to be stable,” said 
Turner.When asked if the 
Didsbury Hospital will be 
around in five years. Turner 
said, “It will be here, it won’t 
be the same - it will be better, 
that’s my personal thought.” 

Doctors say too they will re¬ 
main in the area. 

“We live in the community, 
we are settled in the commu¬ 
nity and we are planning to 
stay in the community,” said 
Van Rooyen.

Thompson says now is the right time to attack Iraq

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson says Canada should 
join the United States, Great 
Britain and other western al¬ 
lies in an attack on Iraq.

People would say "no 
not now, now is not the time, 
don't panic”. 

Bush and Blair say there is 
conclusive evidence Iraq is har¬ 
bouring terrorists and is stock¬ 
piling weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion.

County will approach 
Towns for Controller 
Hub funds 

$14,570 shortfall left after grant

Mountain View County will approach other local mu¬ 
nicipalities about picking up half of a $14,570 shortfall in 
purchasing a Repeater and Controller Hub. 

The Repeater and Controller Hub, which will allow emer¬ 
gency responder to communicate with each other through 
a common frequency, costs $83,170. 

The County applied for the full amount through the 
Municipal 2000 Sponsorship Program and received a grant 
for $68,600. 

Council agreed to pay the $14,570 shortfall, but will 
now to try to recover half that amount through local ur¬ 
ban centers. 

“Why not approach the urban centers to pay for 50 per 
cent,” asked County Reeve Ian Harvie. “I’m not sure why 
we should tell our rate-payers we are paying for the whole 
thing. 1 see this as a support structure for the whole 
County and not just a County interest.” 

Towns will benefit from the Repeater and Control Hub. 
Most calls, however, that require two or three departments 
occur in the County. 

The Repeater and Controller Hub will be installed on 
top of the Agpro elevator at Carstairs. The County will 
have access to the frequency as well for emergency pur¬ 
poses. 

The County received an original quote from a firm re¬ 
garding the project but intends to seek tenders.

County decides strategy for 
federal boundary line fight 


County not happy 
with line that 
divides County

Mountain View County 
Council passed four motions 
that provide outlines in their 
attempt to keep the federal 
election boundary lines as 
similar to their own as possi¬ 
ble. 

Concern by local munici¬ 
palities, including Mountain 
View County, arose after ini¬ 
tial boundary lines set down 
by the federal commission, di¬ 
vided the County with a line 
running down the highway 
#2 corridor. 

At the Sept. 25 regular 
Council meeting Council de¬ 
cided in their four motions to 
send representation to a Fed¬ 
eral Electoral Boundaries 
Commission hearing, that the 
Wild Rose title remain un¬ 
changed and laid out sugges¬ 
tions for making the lines ap¬ 
propriate in the area. 


Under the motion the 
County put in writing the be¬ 
lief that communities and 
residents in the area should 
remain in the same constitu¬ 
ency and that the Town of 
Olds and its associated rural 
population should remain in 
the Wild Rose constituency 
because of the highways #2 
corridor and its neighboring 
urban centers. 

Currently the proposed 
line puts Olds and Didsbury 
into two different federal vot¬ 
ing areas. 

The County also believes 
that in “following the princi¬ 
pal of common interests and 
trading districts, Rocky 
Mountain House should re¬ 
main in the Red Deer con¬ 
stituency.” 

Residents west and north 
of the Town of Sundre should 
be included in the Wild Rose 
constituency because they use 
the town as their place of busi¬ 
ness and consideration should 
be given to moving the south 
boundary further north if the 
population dictates, states 
the motions passed by the 
County.

constituency.” 

County Councillors met 
with Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson and Mayor of Dids¬ 
bury Dorothy Moore to dis¬ 
cuss the federal boundaries. 
All parties are particularly 
concerned about the proposed 
line running down highway 
#2. The major concern with 
the proposal is that Olds was 
put into the Drumheller Con¬ 
stituency, while Didsbury and 
Carstairs were put in the 
Banff/Cochrane constituency 
in the west. 

Deputy Reeve Pat James 
will represent the County at 
the Oct. 23 hearing in 
Cochrane.

The cost of a new, similar build¬ 
ing is higher than that and is pegged at $4.5 to $5.5 million. 

County residents voted down a proposal to build a new ad¬ 
ministration building in a plebicite during the last election. 
Now the County will pitch a plan to its ratepayers about reno¬ 
vating the building at a cost which is fairly close to a new 
building price range. 

Councillors have promised that the public would get a chance 
to have their say on the issue through a similar presentation 
they received. 

It is unfortunate this issue has arisen again so fast. Rate¬ 
payers have already told the County they don’t want their tax 
money going towards an elaborate project. Last year voters 
said the timing for a new administration building was espe¬ 
cially bad because it was a drought year. This is the second 
drought year in a row. 

Improvements need to be made to the roof, heating and elec¬ 
trical systems of the building. The County should go ahead 
and do those improvements. But asking the public what their 
opinion on a potential $3.9 million project after an overwhelm¬ 
ing 75 per cent voted against a new building just a year ago 
seems like a waste of time. 

Ratepayers were concerned enough during the last building 
issue to put forth a petition. If the opposition is still out there, 
County Councillors will see some similar faces again.

WILD ROSE REPORT 


Thompson concerned about 
proposed boundary changes 


Last month the Federal 
Electoral Boundaries Com¬ 
mission for Alberta released 
their proposals to redraw the 
boundaries of the federal 
ridings. 

Proposals will eliminate 
the riding of Wild Rose, split¬ 
ting it practically in two with 
the eastern portion of the rid¬ 
ing being placed in the newly 
created riding of Drumheller, 
while the western section of 
the constituency would com¬ 
prise a new riding called 
Banff-Cochrane. 

While I certainly recognize 
the need to reduce the size of 
the Wild Rose constituency, 
which had become much too 
large in terms of population. 

I have serious concerns 


about the way in which the 
commission proposes to do 
this. 

They have chosen High¬ 
way 2 as the boundary be¬ 
tween the eastern and west¬ 
ern sections, effectively cut¬ 
ting off many rural residents 
from the communities which 
they consider home. 

Furthermore, they have 
cut around the towns of Olds 
and Bowden, which places 
them in a different riding 
than their Highway 2 coun¬ 
terparts - a riding in which 
they have little in common 
with the other communities. 
I have heard from a number 
of Wild Rose constituents 
who share these concerns, 
and others. I would encour¬ 


age anyone who is concerned 
about the drastic changes 
which are taking place to our 
electoral boundaries to get in¬ 
volved in the process.

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Senate s report on marijuana legalization misunderstood 


Dear Editor, 

The response to the report 
of the Senate Special Commit¬ 
tee on Illegal Drugs has, in 
many ways, been just what we 
hoped for; informed discussion, 
debate and dialogue. Indeed, 
let's keep it up. However, as I 
participate in radio and TV 
shows, read letters to the edi¬ 
tors, editorials and columnists, 
it has become clear that some 
of what the Committee said in 
our report either was not heard 
or has been misunderstood. 

First, we do not endorse rec¬ 
reational drug use of any kind. 
We would prefer to see a drug- 
free society just as we would 
love to see world peace, but we 
are realistic enough to know 
that we will not likely see it in 
our lifetime. 

The premise of our report is 
that in a free society such as 
ours, citizens should have the 
right to make their own in¬ 
formed decisions on their own 
behaviour as long as it does not 
inordinately harm others. And 
we found that cannabis falls 
into that category. It is less 
harmful to individuals and to 
others than tobacco or alcohol, 
so let's treat it in a similar way. 
Certainly we found no good rea¬ 
son for Canadians to have a 
criminal record for personal 
recreational use of marijuana. 

There has also been a lot of 


controversy around our report 
regarding a legal limit of age 16. 
The Committee recommended an 
age limit for legal consumption 
at 16 as an absolute minimum 
age based on the scientific find¬ 
ings that the human brain is 
developed enough by then not to 
be physically harmed. 

In other words, we recom¬ 
mend that the authorities not 
legalize cannabis for use below 
the age of 16. Appropriate au¬ 
thorities may well have good rea¬ 
son to determine that another 
age above 16 would be best. 

A lot has been said about mes¬ 
sages being sent. Before we send 
messages we should have an in¬ 
telligent debate about what the 
messages should be. One politi¬ 
cal leader even said he would 
prefer his children consume al¬ 
cohol rather than smoke can¬ 
nabis. Wrong message! Again, 
this report is not about compar¬ 
ing the merits of cannabis to 
other substances, but about 
whether otherwise law abiding 
Canadians should be persecuted, 
prosecuted and penalized by the 
criminal justice system for con¬ 
suming a substance proven to be 
relatively benign. 

We believe that education, 
treatment and prevention are the 
ways to deal with any problems 
use of tobacco, alcohol or can¬ 
nabis may cause, not prohibition 
and criminalization. 


Just as disturbing have 
been the attacks dismissing 
our report from some of the 
organizations that represent 
the police community. Yet we 
considered their advice care¬ 
fully. We simply don’t com¬ 
pletely agree with them. At the 
same time, our report ad¬ 
dresses specific issues raised 
by the police such as calling 
for a national drug policy, 
National Advisor and effective 
research coordination, and 
recommending that the legal 
blood alcohol level be reduced 
to .04 from .08 when in the 
presence of cannabis. 

Finally, there is the ridicu¬ 
lous notion that the conclu¬ 
sions of our report in some 
way promote or advance crimi¬ 
nal activity or support terror¬ 
ism. Currently, organized 
crime enjoys vast profits from 
the sale of illicit drugs. Legal¬ 
ization takes the production 
and distribution of cannabis 
products out of the hands of 
organized crime. 

Profits would go to share¬ 
holders, not terrorists or gang 
members. Perhaps most im¬ 
portant of all, buyers would 
not be purchasing the product 
from someone who is also sell¬ 
ing crack cocaine or heroine. 

We think Canadians are 
quite capable of making a wise 
choice with respect to canna-

Area youth took mother’s liquor 


An area youth charged after 
he took three bottles of liquor 
from his mother’s house and 
went to a party outside Dids- 
bury has been fined. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named, pleaded guilty in youth 
court to charges of theft under 
$5,000 and breech of probation. 

The accused’s mother 
phoned police after noticing the 
liquor and the boy missing from 
the family residence at about 
2:30 a.m. on Sept. 14, court 
heard. 

The boy was on probation at 
the time, a probation that in¬ 
cluded a nighttime curfew. 

The accused had spent 16 
days in custody prior to last 
week’s court appearance. 

“It might be the time to grow 


up instead of acting like a 
spoiled little brat,” said Judge 
Gilbert. 

Taking the pre-sentence time 
into account, the judge fined the 
boy $300. 

Drunk driver fined 

A 32-year-old drunk driver 
arrested after a gas station 
attendant reported the man to 
police has been fined. 

The accused pleaded guilty 
on Sept. 30 to a charge of driv¬ 
ing with the blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent. 

The accused was stopped 
soon after leaving the Fas Gas 
station in Didsbury on Sept. 4. 
A breathalyzer test indicated 
his blood alcohol level was 130 
mg per cent. 


Judge W. Gilbert fined 
George Natyshen $600 and pro¬ 
hibited him from driving for 
one year. 

Youth fined for not taking 
medication 

A 17-year-old boy who re¬ 
fused to follow a court order to 
take prescribed medication has 
been fined. 

The boy, who cannot be 
named, pleaded guilty in youth 
court to four charges of breech 
of a court order. 

The accused was under a 
probation order for a previous 
conviction when he violated the 
conditions of the order, court 
heard. 

Judge Gilbert fined the boy 
$400. 


Constables receive expanded duties

Mountain View County’s 
Special Constables received 
increased duties when Moun¬ 
tain View County Council 
passed a motion designating 
them as Inspectors/Investiga¬ 
tors under a section of the 
Alberta Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Act. 

Under Section 27 of the 
Act, local authorities shall 
designate Inspectors/ Investi¬ 


gators to administer provi¬ 
sions of the act transferred to 
local authorities. 

Provisions include the in¬ 
vestigation and remedying of 
unsightly properties, as well 
as the illegal disposal and 
clean-up of waste on high¬ 
ways and public and private 
land. 

According to the County 
agenda for the regular meet¬ 
ing, an important feature of 
the appointments is that it 


provides the Local Authority 
with the ability to charge the 
owner or occupier of the land 
for the costs incurred by the 
Local Authority for the clean¬ 
up or remedying of unsightly 
properties or illegal disposals 
of waste. 

Special Constables Nelson 
and Heppler will now wait for 
their official appointment as 
an Inspector/Investigator 
from the Environment Minis¬ 
ter.

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A sea of red shirts passed 
through the streets of Didsbury 
in an attempt to beat ALS and 
provide support to those affected 
by the disease. 

In the first ever Mountain 
View County “Walk to D’Feet 
ALS”, participants came out in 
full force and raised over 
$29,000 for the cause. 

The walk goal was set at a 
lofty $25,000 but participation 
was high from people all over 
the County and outside the area 
as well. 

“I'm floored. I'm speechless 
and for me that’s a toughie,” 
said Deb Whitmore, who coor¬ 
dinated the Mountain View 
County Walk, seconds after the 
unofficial total of $29,100 was 
announced. "I thought we were 
going to have trouble reaching 
a $25,000 goal. To surpass it. I 
think, says a lot about this 
County.” 

In the weeks leading up to 
the walk, teams took pledges 
and wrote letters explaining 
how they had been affected by 
ALS and the reasons behind 
their participation in the ALS 
Walk. On Saturday it culmi¬ 
nated in almost $30,000 being 
raised for the cause. 

“I will always think of Dids¬ 
bury as the little town with the 
big heart,” said Mary Hatcher, 
who was overwhelmed by the 
turnout at the event. “You came 
out in huge numbers to help 
support this cause and to help 
those you know that have been 
affected by ALS.” 

Organizers said that Satur¬ 
day’s walk had the possibility 
of having a large turnout be¬ 
cause of increased exposure the 
disease received because of re¬ 
cent local events including the 
passing of a former mayor of 
Olds and the gift of a trip to Dis¬ 
ney World for the Pride family 
of Didsbury when father and 
husband Darcy was diagnosed 
with the disease. 

Becky Pride, Darcy’s wife, 
was one of the organizers tak¬ 
ing pledges at the event on Sat¬ 
urday. She was overwhelmed at 
the support the Walk received 
and said that it meant a lot to 
her personnally. 

“For me it’s not just about 
the amount of money that was 
raised today. The support of the 
community has been very im¬ 
portant to the family. Seeing all 
of these people come out, all of 
our friends, that means a lot."

At The 
Kitchen 
Table

The phone rang, I picked it up from the Kitchen coun¬ 
ter and holding it to my ear looked through the patio 
doors toward the garden. " Hi Noreen," came the cheer¬ 
ful voice of the dentists receptionist, "this is to remind 
you that you and Ralph have appointments tomorrow at 
10:00.” As she was speaking a big, furry, healthy looking 
coyote came through the opening in the hedge and began 
to trot purposefully across the lawn. "For crying out 
loud," I yelled, opening the door, "what next." I took the 
phone away from my face and screamed some, hopefully 
unintelligible, threats in the direction of the coyote. He 
stopped short and leapt back through the hedge, when 1 
remembered the phone I held it to my ear in time to hear 
a somewhat bewildered voice finishing a sentence, 
"....schedule some other time when it's more convenient?" 

Coyotes are among the smartest and most adaptable 
animals on earth. "A coyote," my husband says, "can make 
a meal out of anything." Coyotes eat everything from bee¬ 
tles and grasshoppers to fawns and lambs. They prefer 
mice and gophers but they will take a weak or sickly calf 
if the opportunity arises. They eat birds eggs, especially 
from ground nesting species, and they will eat the bird 
too if they can. They are wary, but not really afraid of 
humans and to most coyotes, domestic dogs are a source 
of amusement and recreation. They eat cats and chick¬ 
ens, ducks and turkeys, dog food out of the dog dish and 
any scraps left under the picnic table. Years ago I forgot 
the bottom layer of a case of plums and when I remem¬ 
bered them they looked like a perfectly matched set of 
little gray mice. I took the spoiled fruit into the pasture 
and dropped them down a gopher hole. A couple of hours 
later the dog began to make a fuss and I went to see 
what was upsetting her. A fine big coyote was cheerfully 
scoffing down the rotten plums. At this time of year the 
ground under our old crabapple trees is littered with fruit. 
Coyotes love crabapples and even after they are frozen 
you can watch them roll the fruit around in their mouths 
as if savoring the flavor. 

Last Fall there were signs of some pretty serious dig¬ 
ging in the end of one carrot row. We suspected coyotes 
but we didn't actually see the digger in action and only a 
few carrots were taken so it didn't seem like a major prob¬ 
lem. Carrots are a big thing in this family, we grow a lot 
of them and they are excellent. At this time of year we 
dig, wash, dry and tie them into plastic bags. We have a 
frig, in our basement and my sister in law has one in 
hers. Both frigs are pretty well filled with carrots and if 
the yield is good we keep them until the next years crop 
begins. We keep four households in carrots and if any of 
us have to buy the commercial variety we are not happy. 
Our carrots are crisp, sweet and nutty, the kind you buy 
at the Co-op are the right color but that's about the only 
similarity they have to ours. 

About three weeks ago I discovered a two foot long 
trench at the far end of one row of carrots. In the bottom 
of the trench were perfect little orange circles which were 
all that was left of some nice big carrots. Each day the 
trench grew and then we began to see where bites had 
been taken from the spaghetti squash. A particularly nice 
squash totally disappeared. This was war. I called in re¬ 
inforcements. 

"Raccoons," said our relatives at Fincher Creek, but I 
had my doubts, raccoons love corn and the corn was un¬ 
disturbed. "Raccoons are a possibility," said the nice man 
at Fish and Wildlife. " they are gradually working their 
way North and are becoming a problem in Calgary but it 
could also be porcupines or foxes, they like vegetables 
too." He brought a live trap, big enough for raccoons but 
not coyotes, "you can't catch foxes," he told me, "they are 
too smart." 

We didn't catch anything. No one is surprised and the 
Fish and Wildlife man phoned back to say that ours was 
the first of several complaints about carrot eating coyo¬ 
tes so I guess the trend is established. Coyotes all over 
North America will be digging carrots and eating squash, 
another step in the evolvement of a very smart species. 
We stupid humans will just have to adapt._

QUESTION: What should you tell an adopted child 
about his or her biological parents in “closed” adoption 
situations? 

How do you answer his tough questions about why he 
wasn’t wanted, etc.? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ll give you an answer written by Dr. 
Milton Levine in the vintage parenting book entitled “Your 
Child from 2 to 5,” then I’ll comment on his recommenda¬ 
tion. Dr. Levine was associate professor of pediatrics at 
New York Hospital, at the time. 

He listed three possible ways to tell an adopted child 
about his origin: 1. Tell the child his biological parents 
are dead. 2. State plainly that the biological parents were 
unable to care for their baby themselves. 3. Tell the child 
nothing is known about the biological parents, but that he 
was secured from an agency dedicated to finding good homes 
for babies. 

Dr. Levine preferred the first approach because: “The 
child who is told that his biological parents are dead is 
free to love the mother and father he lives with. He won’t 
be tormented by a haunting obligation to search for his 
biological parents when he’s grown.” 

He continued: “Since the possibility of losing one’s par¬ 
ents is one of childhood’s greatest fears, it is true that the 
youngster who is told that his biological parents are dead 
may feel that all parents, including his second set, are 
pretty impermanent. 

“Nevertheless, I feel that in the long run the child will 
find it easier to adjust to death than to abandonment. To 
tell a youngster that his parents gave him up because they 
were unable to take care for him is to present him with a 
complete rejection. 

He cannot comprehend the circumstances that might lead 
to such an act. But an unwholesome view of himself as an 
unwanted object, not worth fighting to keep, might be es¬ 
tablished.” 

I disagree with Dr. Levine at this point. I am unwilling 
to lie to my child about anything, and would not tell him 
that his natural parents were dead if that were not true. 
Sooner or later, he will learn that he has been misled, which 
could undermine our relationship and bring the entire adop¬ 
tion story under suspicion. 

Instead, I would be inclined to tell the child that very 
little is known about his biological parents. Several inof¬ 
fensive and vague possibilities could be offered to him, such 
as: “We can only guess at the reasons the man and woman 
could not raise you. They may have been extremely poor 
and were unable to give you the care you needed; or maybe 
the woman was sick; or she may not have had a home. We 
just don’t know. 

But there is one thing we do know. She must have loved 
you very, very much — enough to give you life and to make 
sure you were raised in a loving home where you would be 
taken care of. 

We’re so thankful that the Lord led her to let us raise 


QUESTION: We have a 5-year-old son who has been 
diagnosed with attention deficit disorder (ADDi. He is re¬ 
ally difficult to handle and I have no idea how to manage 
him. 

I know he has a neurological problem and I don’t feel 
right about making him obey like we do our other chil¬ 
dren. It is a big problem for us. What do you suggest? 

DIt. DOBSON: I understand your dilemma, but I urge 
you to discipline your son. 

Every youngster needs the security of defined limits, and 
the ADD or ADHD (attention deficit/ hyperactivity disor¬ 
der) boy or girl is no exception. Such a child should be 
held responsible for his behavior, although the approach 
may be a little different. 

For example, most children can be required to sit on a 
chair for disciplinary reasons, whereas some very hyper¬ 
active children would not be able to remain there. Simi¬ 
larly, corporal punishment is sometimes ineffective with a 
highly excitable little bundle of electricity. As with every 
aspect of parenthood, disciplinary measures for the ADD 
child must be suited to his or her unique characteristics 
and needs.

Every successful junior 
hockey team strives to build 
character. 

With five over time games 
under their belt in seven games, 
the character of the Olds 
Grizzlys is starting to show 
through. 

“Character has to come 
within the player, it’s difficult 
for a coach to teach,” said 
Grizzlys’ Assistant Coach, 
Kevin Hasselberg, following 
the Grizzlys 6-5 over time win 
against the Brooks Bandits at 
the Olds Sportsplex on Mon. 
Sept. 23. 

Obtaining team character is 
at times quite difficult for a 
team as young as the Grizzlys, 
but the boys in black and white 
are carving out a team blessed 
with enthusiasm, excitement, 
attitude and a willingness to 
learn. 

Hasselberg noted the coach¬ 
ing staff is quite content with 
the player’s development and 
the poise they have shown 
while playing the over time 
games.
